in sist that f>*> pounds of shelled corn 
will bring thorn m ore then 70 pounds 
on th e ear. 
In order to induce tin* 
farmers to still 
their ear corn it is 
q u ite likely that purchasers may offer 
m ore than it is 
really worth in the 
m arket. 
T h e general price seem s to 
be 20 cent, but 2'» cents will doubtless 
be paid for corn to crib.
